Even though one reader started a homebased 
business accidentally, Barbara recommends you 
follow her surefire tips for success. 


Jigsawing in 
the Bedroom

gave him a jigsaw to keep 
him from getting bored 
while she was at work. "He 
began to cut little ducks 
and pigs out of wood in our 
bedroom,” says Judy. "What 
a mess!” 


The woodworking was 
put aside when Steve 
returned to work four 
months later. "But after 
only a couple of weeks at 
work,” says Judy, "the steel 
plate in his leg broke, 
breaking his leg once 
again. He has been unable 
to return to work, and since 
we have three dependent 
sons, he picked up wood¬ 
working again. We first did 
festivals every weekkend, 
but we didn’t like leaving 
the boys with their grand¬ 
parents, and taking them

Classified Ads 

Classified ads are the pre¬ 
ferred advertising medium 
because they are affordable 
and because they work. 
Here are six tips to help you 
write better classified ads 
for your own products or 
publications. 

1. Use classifieds 


with us was disastrous be¬ 
cause they got bored after 
the first couple of hours. 

"Then one of our good 
customers asked us to do a 
home party. We had our 
first party last February, 
and now we have so many 
parties booked that we 
hired another home party 
saleswoman. Just think, 
we’re this successful and 
we’ve never even adver¬ 


tised. I can’t wait to see 
what it’ll be like when we 
really get our act together!” 

Playing on their last 
name-Tackett-Steve and 
Judy call themselves "The 
Thumbtacks.” They live at 
1717 Houston St., Rosen¬ 
berg, TX 77471. Their busi¬ 
ness name is Country Com¬ 
panions, and 75% of their 
inventory is priced from $1 
to $15. If not for that bro¬ 
ken leg, the Tacketts might 
never have realized their 
income potential as crafts 
business owners. 


primarily to "fish for 
prospects.” Don’t try to 
sell directly from a classi¬ 
fied, unless you ask only a 
small sum for a catalog, 
sample, or inexpensive 
booklet or report. Leave 
your selling job to the print¬ 
ed advertising material 
you will send to interested 
prospects. Few people will 
send more than $5 for any¬ 
thing in a classified ad. 


2. Advertise only one 
thing - or a related line of 
items. Don’t try to sell, for 
example, six varieties of 
potpourri, each at a differ¬ 
ent price, then ask cus¬ 
tomers to specify order 
numbers, add $2 for C.O.D. 
purchases, and include 
postage for orders over $25. 
By the time a reader gets to 
the end of that ad, she’s too 
confused to order-so she 
won’t. However, anyone in¬ 
terested in potpourri would 
probably respond to a sim¬ 
ple ad that reads: "POT¬ 
POURRI -"Scentsational” 
sample and catalog, $1!” 

3. Appeal to readers’ 
interests. People read craft 
classifieds because they’re 
looking for something in 
particular, such as new pat¬ 
terns or catalogs, hard-to- 
find supplies, certain 
books, publications or other 
information. To attract at¬ 
tention from the audience 
you’ve targeted, try a head¬ 
line addressed to them, 
such as "DOLLMAKERS,” 
"CROSS STITCH LOV¬ 
ERS,” or "QUILTERS.” Or, 
identify the craft category, 
such as "BRAZILIAN EM¬ 
BROIDERY,” "QUILLING 
PAPERS,” or "MAKE 


A Practical 
Pricing Tip 

Most craft sellers 

underprice their products be¬ 
cause they’re afraid no one 
will buy them otherwise. 
Also, people tend to set prices 
that relate to the size of their 
own pocketbooks, rather 
than that of buyers. Do not 
automatically accept low 
prices for your creations just 
because you live in the coun¬ 
try or low-income area. In¬ 
stead, explore larger city 
markets where buyers are 
willing to pay more.

4. Use power-packed 
sales words. Experienced 
advertisers have found that 
certain words are always 
successful. The favorite six, 
one expert says, are: FREE, 
NEW, AMAZING, HOW 
TO, NOW, and EASY. Ex¬ 
periment with them and 
see how they work for you. 

5. Keep your classified 
ads short. Most profitable 
ads are 20-25 words long. Tb 
save money and make your 
ad easier to read, look for 
shorter ways to say things. 
For example, "Write for 
more information now,” can 
be shortened to "Details 
FREE.” "P.O. Box 2137, 
Dept. C” can be shortened 
to "Box 2137-C.” 

6. Remember the AIDA 
rule. To be successful, an 
ad must Attract attention, 
Interest the reader, create 
Desire, then move the read¬ 
er to Action.

In checking the retail price 
lists of craft sellers in small 
towns, I’ve often advised 
them to leave their price list 
alone, except to change the 
word "retail” to "wholesale.” 
Yes, many craftspeople could 
double their present retail 
prices if they began to sell to 
established shops in larger 
cities-which means they 
can wholesale after all. 
Remember that too-low 
prices may actually be a 
turnoff to sophisticated shop- 
owners who deal primarily 
with full-time professional 
craft sellers.

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What’s this woman doing? 


Several years ago, I was a 
teacher in Akron, Ohio. One 
evening, my wife and I were 
visiting a group of faculty 
friends. One of them began 
discussing a very simple small 
business that a person can 
start at home — a “home- 
money project,” as he called 
it. But when he told me how 
much money it brought in, I 
almost dropped my coffee cup 
on my lap. 

My wife and I discussed the 
project as we were driving 
home. We decided to try it. 

The project kept us busy about 8 - 9 
hours each week. We used our dining 
room as an office and kept supplies in one 
corner of our hall closet. 

At first our income was small — $75 to 
$95 per week. But, as the months passed, 
our “kitchen-table” income climbed to 
over $680 per week.

ago. Both of them have young children at 
home and households to run — in addi¬ 
tion to their home-based business.

Save your empty 2-ounce squeeze 
bottles of acrylic paint for mixing colors. 
Rinse one out and fill it three-fourths full 
with the desired colors and shake. This 
provides enough of a color to complete 
your project and to touch something up 
later if needed.

Working with wood, paper, paint, 
and fabric offers varied learning skills 
that are sure to please all your students. 

The precut paper silhouettes of old- 
fashioned boys and girls are available in 
16 designs. Stencil Pencils are tools that 
look like miniature rubber stamps and 
are available in a wide selection of pat¬ 
terns. 

We made our silhouette hearts in pairs, 
using a medium paint color on one heart 
and a lighter shade or white on the sec¬ 
ond heart. Choose corresponding boy-girl 
silhouettes and glue them facing each 
other to make a matched couple. For the 
background, we chose the heart stencil 
and used contrasting paint for stenciling.

Designs by Lindy Brown 

HAS IT ACTUALLY been one year since 
Crafts introduced you to airbrushing 
with Lindy Brown? My, how time flies 
when we’re painting! 

For years the airbrush has had a mys¬ 
tique about it. Many crafters feel you 
must have talent to use an airbrush, but 
it is one of the simplest ways to stencil 
and paint. You can paint from a fine line 
to the side of your house! 

Lindy used the airbrush to stencil this 
beautiful bedroom set. She’s painted ap¬ 
ple blossoms on sheets, pillowcases, a 
tablecloth, lampshade, candlesnuffer 
holder, and a tin bowl, which is perfect for 
holding your favorite potpourri. Editor’s 
note: If you like the design and are an 
avid cross stitcher, turn to page 16 for 
cross stitch apple blossoms on bed and 
bath items. 

There are a few rules to remember 
wheii airbrushing. Keep your airbrush 
clean. Learn how to take it apart and put 
it back together again. You must keep it 
in the best possible working order. 

All types of paint can be used in an air¬ 
brush: acrylics, dyes, watercolor, tem¬ 
pera, gouache, oils, and alkyds. Keep your 
paints thin-several thin coats are better 
than one heavy application of paint. 

Instructions: 

1. Use the black permanent pen to trace 
the patterns in the pattern section onto 
the stencil film. Trace straight lines 
along the bottom and right side on each 
stencil for line registers when lining up 
stencils. You will have four layers of sten¬ 
cils for each design. Number each stencil. 

For Stencil No. 1, trace the entire out¬ 
er edge, including dashed lines, of each 
bud and flower. 

For Stencil No. 2, trace all the solid 
pink areas in the flowers and buds, in¬ 
cluding dashed lines, which are place¬ 
ment lines. 

For Stencil No. 3, trace the branches. 

For Stencil No. 4, trace the leaves and 
leaf buds. 

Trace the heart template onto a sepa¬ 
rate piece of stencil film.

2. To draw the stencil pattern for the 
tablecloth, trace the center flowers and 
branch onto tracing paper. Position 
traced design over the pattern in the pat¬ 
tern section so the branch with buds is at 
a right angle to flowers and the branches 
join smoothly; trace. Repeat for other side 
of flowers to form an L shaped design that 
extends about 12 inches each side of the 
center point. 

Follow Step 1 to transfer design to sten¬ 
cil film. 

3. Using a craft knife, cut out each sten¬ 
cil on top of glass, pulling knife toward 
you. Without lifting blade, turn sheet and 
knife for curves and corners. 

When all stencils are cut, line them up, 
using the line registers, and hold them 
up to light. If stencils do not line up, recut 
them or remark line registers. 

4. Mix all acrylic paints and varnish 
with water to the consistency of 2% milk. 
Follow manufacturer’s instructions to 
change color and clean airbrush as 
needed. 

5. To prepare the tin bowl for airbrush¬ 
ing, use vinegar and primer and follow 
manufacturer’s instructions. 

Using airbrush, lightly mist inside and 
top half of outside of bowl with flesh 
acrylic paint. Spray four light coats. Re¬ 
peat to spray bottom half of outside of 
bowl with rosy mauve. 

6. To prepare the plaque, lightly pencil 
an X approximately 1 inch from the left 
edge and 2 inches from the top of the 
plaque front. Using a 14-inch bit, drill a 
14-inch-deep hole at the X. 

Use airbrush to basecoat plaque and 
peg with flesh acrylic paint. Let dry, 
sand, and recoat. Let dry and glue peg 
into plaque. 

Dilute varnish with water to a 2% milk 
consistency and spray tin candlesnuffer. 

7. To make the tablecloth and ruffled 
pillowcase, prewash all linens. Cut the 
following pieces from the twin top sheet. 
From the bottom, unruffled edge, cut a 
45-inch square for the tablecloth. From 
the top, ruffled edge, cut a rectangle 25 
inches from the gathering seam of the 
ruffle and 41 inches between selvages for 
the pillowcase 

For the tablecloth, turn under edge Vs 
inch then % inch and hem. Repeat for 
each edge, mitering corners. 

For the ruffled pillowcase, fold rectan¬ 
gle in half with wrong sides together to 
make a 25x2014-inch piece. Using a 14- 
inch seam allowance, sew across end and 
down long edge and ruffle ends. Turn 
wrong side out. Sew a %-inch seam across 
end and along long edge to enclose first 
seam allowance. Turn right side out and 
press.

If you love the apple blossoms from “Painter’s Palette” on 
page 14, but feel more comfortable with a needle, 
you’ll adore this ensemble for your bed and bath!

CREATE A YEAR-ROUND aura of spring with these elegant 
and graceful apple blossoms for bed and bath linens, curtain tie- 
backs, and a stunning matching lampshade. Based on Lindy Brown’s 
airbrushed apple blossoms ("Painter’s Palette” on page 14), I 
adapted the design into a series of cross stitch patterns, suitable 
for this elegant boudoir ensemble. 


. 
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For the stitchery, I chose soft, dusty 
shades of rose, highlighted them on some 
projects with blending filament and, on 
the lampshade and tiebacks, added lovely 
little glass beads. You’ll enjoy working on 
a variety of surfaces for this collection: 
evenweave bands on the bath linens, per¬ 
forated paper inset in the shade, prefin¬ 
ished evenweave for the tiebacks, and 
waste canvas on the pillowcase. You can 
cross stitch on almost any evenweave sur¬ 
face! 

Instructions: 

1. Follow these general instructions to 
stitch the projects: 

• Each square on the Stitch Graph in 
the pattern section represents a square 
of evenweave fabric or perforated paper. 


Materials: 

For All Projects 

Embroidery floss*: dark rose (3687); 
medium rose (3688); light rose (3689); 
pale pink (225); dark brown (801); light 
brown (434); blue (517); medium green 
(562); light green (563) 

Tapestry needle, No. 24 
For The Bath Ensemble 
Bath accessories*, terrycloth, ecru, with 
14-count evenweave bands: bath towel, 
24x46-inch with 4-inch band; hand 
towel, 16x26-inch with 3-inch band; 
washcloth, 12-inch square with 2-inch 
band 

For The Pillowcase 

Pillowcase, ecru, untrimmed 
Waste canvas, 14-count, 15x3V2 inches 
For The Lampshade And Tiebacks 
Decorator lamp shade*, ecru, with 6V2- 
inch-diameter perforated paper insert; 
base of choice for the lamp 
Ribband®*, scallop-edge, 1%-inch, 14- 
count, ecru, IV2 yards per pair of 
tiebacks 

Blending filament*: fuchsia (024); pink 
(007); pearl (032); green (008); blue 
(006); brown (022); copper (021) 

Beads*, seed, glass, copper (330) 
Crewel needle, No. 10 
White quilting thread 
Plastic rings, '/2-inch, ecru, four per 
pair of tiebacks 

Miscellaneous items: scissors; ruler; 
pencil; thread; tweezers; pressing cloth; 
iron 

Note: Stitch Graphs and Color Keys are 
given in the Special Pattern Section. 
*DMC embroidery floss, Charles Craft 
bath ensemble, Wood World lamp¬ 
shade and base, Ribband® from The 
Finish Line, Balger blending filament, 
and MPR Associates glass beads were 
used in the sample projects. 


The symbols correspond to the colors giv¬ 
en in the Color Key. 

• To locate centers, follow arrows on the 
graph and count squares on the fabric. 
Count up and over to the left, when ap¬ 
propriate, to begin stitching. 

• Use 18-inch strands of floss or thread 
for all stitching unless otherwise in¬ 
structed. To begin, hold a tail of floss at 
the back of the fabric and anchor it with 
your first few stitches. End threads and 
begin new ones by weaving under 
stitches on the back. 

• Refer to the Stitch Chart given below 
for stitch instructions. Note: When stitch¬ 
ing on waste canvas or perforated paper, 
use the stab stitch method, pulling nee¬ 
dle and thread completely through fab¬ 
ric or paper each time. 


Stitch Chart 


Evenweave Fabric 

Cross Stitch 
Stitch from left 
to right, then 
cross back.

2. To stitch the bath ensemble, follow 
Step 1 and the appropriate Stitch Graph 
and Color Key to work the design cen¬ 
tered on the evenweave band of each 
item. Note: Because itemS*will be laun¬ 
dered often, secure your beginning and 
ending threads well. 

Use two strands of dark brown to work 
backstitches and straight stitches in 
flower centers and one strand to back¬ 
stitch around petals. 

Use two strands of light brown to back¬ 
stitch twigs. Press embroidery on the 
wrong side. 

3. To stitch the pillowcase, wash it to re¬ 
move sizing and press well. 

Baste waste canvas to pillowcase front, 
slightly above and parallel to hem. 

Follow Steps 1 and 2 to stitch the same 
design as the hand towel, working over 
two strands of the waste canvas. 

When embroidery is complete, place a 
damp cloth over the right side of the 
stitched area for about 10 minutes. Re¬ 
move cloth. 

Use tweezers to pull out the waste can¬ 
vas threads. Cover with a dry cloth and 
press. 

4. To stitch the lampshade, measure and 
mark the center on the wrong or rough 
side of the perforated paper insert. 

Follow Step 1 and the appropriate 
graph to work the design centered on the 
paper. 

Use three 12-inch strands of floss and 
one 12-inch strand of the appropriate 
blending filament to work cross stitches. 

Work backstitches and straight 
stitches in flower centers with three 
strands of dark brown floss and one 
strand of brown blending filament. Back¬ 
stitch around petals with two strands of 
dark brown floss. 

Use quilting thread in the crewel nee¬ 
dle to attach beads individually with half 
cross stitches where indicated on graph. 

5. To stitch the tiebacks, cut Ribband® 
into two equal lengths. Mark the center 
of each. 

Follow Step 1 for general instructions. 
Refer to the washcloth graph to stitch the 
three blossoms centered on the right half 
of one piece of Ribband and the left half 
of the other piece. Using 12-inch lengths, 
cross stitch the design and backstitch 
and make straight stitches at the flower 
centers with two strands of floss and one 
strand of blending filament. 

Use the extension graph to stitch a leaf 
cluster at both ends of flower patterns. 

Using dark brown floss, backstitch 
around the petals with one strand. 

Use quilting thread in the crewel nee¬ 
dle to attach beads individually with half 
cross stitches as indicated on graph. 

Press the wrong side of each tieback 
and hem ends. Sew a plastic ring to each 
end. ■

Heat the powdered impression by careful¬ 
ly holding the back of the paper for a few 
seconds over a heating element such as a 
100- to 150-watt light bulb, or a hot plate, 
toaster, or electric stove burner on medi¬ 
um heat. As you heat the paper, the em- i 
bossing powder will do its work and no j 
longer look grainy. Do not hold the paper ! 
so close to the heat that it scorches. 

If desired, you can stamp and powder 
several different pieces of paper at the 
same time and set them aside, heating 
them one at a time Clear and colored em¬ 
bossing inks are available, as well as 
clear, colored, gold, and silver embossing 
powders.

Instructions: 

1. Trace the patterns in the pattern sec¬ 
tion onto tracing paper and cut out. Also 
cut out the following measured patterns 
from tracing paper: Cut a 12-inch circle 
for the head front, a 1214xl414-inch rec¬ 
tangle for the body, a 3%xl314-inch rec¬ 
tangle for the arm, and an 1814-inch long 
leg pattern, tapering it from a width of 
6 inches at the top to 4)4 inches at the 
bottom. See the Step 1 illustration.

2. Cross stitch the face on the Aida cloth 
before cutting it out. Overcast the edges 
of Aida cloth to prevent raveling. Find the 
center of cloth by folding it in half verti¬ 
cally and horizontally and mark it with 
a pin. Place cloth in embroidery hoop, 
pulling it taut. 

Find the center on the Stitch Graph in 
the pattern section where indicated by 
the large dot. Count down and over to the 
left and begin cross stitching the eye. 
Each square on the stitch graph 
represents a square of evenweave fabric; 
symbols correspond to colors in the Col¬ 
or Key. 

Work all cross stitches first, using three 
18-inch strands of floss; work three- 
quarter stitches where indicated on 
graph by partial squares. See the Stitch 



Chart at left. Do not knot the floss, 
but hold a tail on the back until anchored 
by the first few stitches. To end floss, 
weave floss under existing stitches on the 
back. 

Using three strands of floss, backstitch 
eyebrows and eyelashes with black and 
smile lines with red. Using one strand, 
backstitch eye sections, cheek hearts, and 
mouth with black and nose with dark 
pink. 

Make a three-wrap French knot in each 
eye with three strands of white floss. 

When stitching is done, press face down 
on padded surface with iron. 

3. Cut head front from Aida cloth. Tape 
neck pattern on one 1214-inch edge of 
body pattern, 1 inch from each side. Cut 
two body/neck pieces from ivory broad¬ 
cloth. Tape hand pattern on 3%-inch edge 
of arm pattern. Cut four arm/hand pieces 
from ivory broadcloth, (reversing two). 
Cut four leg pieces from ivory broadcloth. 
Cut shoes and head back from appropri¬ 
ate fabrics. 

4. Unless otherwise indicated, sew with 
right sides together, using a Vi-inch seam 
allowance. Press seams open, clip curves, 
and trim corners where necessary. Back- 
tack all seams at beginning and end. 
Mark dots by taking a stitch through 
each with colored thread. 

5. To make the head, sew head back 
pieces together along center seam, leav¬ 
ing open between dots. Sew head front to 
head back along outside edge with cen¬ 
ter seam of head back at center top and 
bottom of head. Turn right side out and 
stuff firmly. Set aside. 

6 . To make each arm, sew two pieces to¬ 
gether, leaving 3 inches open along side 
without thumb, 9 inches from top. Turn 
right side out. Baste across top straight 
edge. 

7. To make each leg/shoe, sew one shoe 
piece to one leg piece along 4V4-inch 
straight edge. Sew two leg/shoe pieces to¬ 
gether, leaving 3 inches open on back of 
leg, 9 inches from top. Turn right side out. 
Fold leg so seams meet in center. Baste 
across top straight edge. 

8 . Pin and baste arms and legs to right 
side of one body piece, extending them to¬ 
wards the center of body with toes touch¬ 
ing body and thumbs pointing up. See the 



Step 8 illustration. Position arms % inch 
from top edge of shoulder; position legs 
V4 inch apart, centering them on bottom 
edge of body. Baste across top of arms and 
legs. 

Sew two body pieces together with the 
limbs sandwiched between them, leaving 
4 inches open on one side. Turn right side 
out. Stitch across top of arms and legs % 
inch from body. Stuff body firmly. Stuff 
neck firmly, inserting dowel vertically for 
support. Slipstitch opening. 

9. Lightly stuff upper arms and legs, 
stopping 6V4 inches from top. Stitch 
across width of arms and legs 714 inches 
from top. Firmly stuff lower arms and 
legs. Slipstitch openings. 

10. Insert neck into head opening, 
pushing head firmly down on neck. Add 
fiberfill around opening if needed. Slip¬ 
stitch twice around opening. 

11 . Td make the hair, cut and bend a 
wire coathanger as shown in the Step 11 
illustration; cut off excess wire. Wrap 
yarn around width until wire is full. Be¬ 
ginning at open end of wire, machine 
stitch down center of yarn, pushing 
strands forward over hanger and adding 
more loops on the other end. Use 4 ounces 
of yarn. 


Step 11 



Loop yarn around wire; stitch down center. 

Beginning at center back of head at 
bottom hairline and working forward, 
tack seam of loops to head at 1-inch in¬ 
tervals. Frame face evenly. Continue cir¬ 
cling head, leaving % inch between rows. 
Note: Save 2 yards of loops for ponytails. 
When hair area is filled, cut off excess 
loops; knot and clip thread. 

To make each ponytail, fold a 36-inch 
length of yarn loops in half and twist 
loops together to the right. Fold 18-inch 
length in half again and twist loops to¬ 
gether to the left. Tack one end of each 
ponytail to top of head, with ponytails 6 
inches apart. Drape ponytails down sides 
of head and tack other end in place. 

Tie blue ribbon in two bows and tack 
one at top of each ponytail. 

12 . lb make each shoe bow, form a cir¬ 
cle with a 6-inch piece of lV4-inch ribbon, 
overlapping ends 14 inch; stitch ends to¬ 
gether. Wrap a 114-inch piece of %-inch 
ribbon around center of larger ribbon, 
forming gathers; stitch ends together at 
back of bow. Tack one bow on center top 
of each shoe.

You will also 
need: scissors; ruler; iron; and sewing 
machine with zigzag stitch. 

For the heart socks you will also need: 
Vz yard of Vie-inch red satin ribbon; 1V4 
yards of Vi-inch ecru flat lace; a 3x4-inch 
piece of red calico; 14 %-inch red buttons; 
paper towel, and the heart pattern in the 
Special Pattern Section. 

For the star socks you will also need: Va 
yard of %-inch blue grosgrain ribbon; 1% 
yards of Vis-inch red/blue stripe grosgrain 
ribbon; and six %-inch red star buttons. 

To make each pair, prewash and dry 
socks. Insert a piece of cardboard into 
each sock top keeping the natural sock 
folds. 

To make each heart sock, turn down a 
1 %-inch cuff. Follow the Transfuse™ 
manufacturer’s instructions to bond the 
fusible web to back of red calico. 

Trace the heart pattern in the pattern 
section, and cut two from bonded fabric. 
Using an iron, bond a heart centered 1 
inch below cuff edge on outer side of each 
sock. 

Use the glue stick to position seven but¬ 


tons evenly spaced around each cuff, % 
inch above the bottom cuff edge. Let glue \ 

dry before removing the cardboard. Turn j 
the sock wrong side out. Sew buttons in j 
place; turn right side out. Repeat for sec- ] 
ond sock. 

Position paper towel beneath each ; 
heart and machine satin stitch around 
outer edge with matching thread. Use a ! 
small zigzag stitch to apply lace just 
above the cuff edge, stretching the cuff 
edge as you sew. Hand sew lace inside the 
edge of each heart. 

Cut red ribbon in half and thread into 
needle. Take a stitch at tip of each heart 
and tie a bow. Knot and trim ribbon ends. 
Apply Fray Check™ to each bowknot 
and ribbon end. 

To make each star sock, turn cuff down 
1% inches. Follow Transfuse manufac- j 
turer’s instructions to bond fusible web 
to back of %-inch ribbon. Cut ribbon for 
each sock so ends extend vertically from 
under the cuff to the end of the ribbing 
at the heel, allowing Vi-inch turn-under 
allowance on each end of ribbon.

Use a glue stick to position three star 
buttons evenly spaced on ribbon of each 
sock. Let glue dry and sew buttons in j 
place. 

Cut the %-inch ribbon in half and 
thread into the needle. Begin above star 
buttons to weave the ribbon over and un- j 

der each cuff ribbing, % inch from the cuff 
edge. Knot ends of the ribbon and tie each 
in a bow.

I’ve incorporated eight different plaid 
designs in this 12-inch pillow. Each plaid 
is cross stitched within a 10-stitch 
square.

I laced with a red plaid ribbon. It’s a fun 
pillow to cross stitch and wile away those 
winter doldrums! 

Instructions: 

1. Overcast the edges of the Aida cloth 
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to prevent raveling. 

Each square on the Stitch Graph in the 
pattern section represents one square of 
evenweave fabric. The symbols corre¬ 
spond to the colors in the Color Key. 

2. Fold the fabric in half vertically and 
horizontally to find the center. Mark with 
a pin or light color basting thread. 

Locate the center of the design by fol¬ 
lowing the arrows on the Stitch Graph. 
Count up and over to the top left corner 
on both Stitch Graph and Aida cloth and 
begin stitching at this point. 

3. Cut embroidery floss into 12- to 15- 
inch lengths. Use two strands of floss 
throughout. 

To cross stitch, do not knot floss, but 
leave a tail on the back until it is an¬ 
chored by the first few stitches. Stitch 
from the lower left corner of an even- 
weave square to the upper right corner, 


4. After all stitching is complete, wash 
the piece in cold water and mild soap. Lay 
flat to dry with design side face down on 
a terrycloth towel. While still slightly 
damp, press face down on a dry towel. 

5. Trim Aida cloth to an 8-inch square. 

Cut out pillow pieces from fabric follow¬ 
ing straight grain: two 2%x8-inch pieces 
for the top and bottom, two 12x2Vfe-inch 
pieces for the sides, and two 12x7V2-inch 
pieces for the back. 

6 . Note: Assemble pieces with right 
sides together unless otherwise specified. 

Sew top and bottom pieces to Aida cloth 
square. With Aida cloth on top, line up 
raw edges with fabric, count over five 
squares from the edge and sew, using the 
straight grain of the Aida as a guide. 

Press fabric away from Aida cloth.

5. To paint the bunny, basecoat with 
white. Shade body heart, outer edges of 
head, ears, paws, feet, around eyes, out¬ 
side edge of muzzle, and bangs with 
stoneware blue. 

Use painted desert pink to paint inner 
ears and to float on cheeks. Use razzle red 
to shade edges of inner ears and top of 
cheeks. 

Paint eyes, eyelashes, nose, and mouth 
with black. 

With blue mix, outline muzzle, whis¬ 
kers and dots, around inner ears, and ac¬ 
cent bangs and base of ears. 

Use white to highlight eyes, nose, ears, 
and cheeks. 

Follow Step 3 to paint inner heart, add¬ 
ing message "Somebunny Loves You.” 

6. To paint the lamb, basecoat with 
white. Shade outer edges of body heart, 
head, and ears with stoneware blue. 
Draw a slightly curved line across mid¬ 
dle of each hoof and shade back or top 
half stoneware blue. To paint wool on top 
of head, shade by using an uneven scal¬ 
loping stroke. 

Use painted desert pink to paint inner 
ears and to float on cheeks. 

Paint eyes, lashes, nose, mouth and 
front or bottom half of each hoof black. 

Outline inner ears and bottom edge of 
wool top with blue mix. 

Highlight inner ears, wool curls, 
cheeks, and eyes with white. 

Follow Step 3 to paint inner heart, add¬ 
ing message "Nana Loves Ewe.” 

7. To paint the cow, basecoat with white. 
Shade outer edge of body heart, head, 
ears around eyes, across top of muzzle, 
chin, bangs, and tail with stoneware blue. 
Draw a curved line across middle of each 
hoof and shade back or top half with 
stoneware blue. 

Paint inner ears and muzzle with 
painted desert pink. Shade outer edges 
and nostrils with razzle red. 

Paint eyes, eyelashes, mouth, and front 
or bottom of hooves with black. 

Paint highlights on inner ears, eyes, 
muzzle, and mouth with white. 

Follow Step 3 to paint inner heart, ad¬ 
ding message "lb My Udder Mudder.” 

8. To paint the duck, basecoat body 
heart, head, and wings with white. Shade 
outside edges and around eyes, body 
heart, bill, and bangs with stoneware 
blue. 


Basecoat bill and feet with sunkiss yel¬ 
low. Shade edges of both and paint nos¬ 
trils with razzle red. 

Paint eyes and eyelashes and outline 
beak with black. 

Float painted desert pink on cheeks. 
Highlight eyes and cheeks with white. 

Follow Step 3 to paint inner heart, add¬ 
ing message "No Fowling I Love You.” 

9. 7b paint the cat, basecoat with an¬ 
tique white. Shade outer edges of heart 
body, head, paws, feet, tail, around eyes, 
and inside muzzle with tumbleweed. 

Paint the inner ears and float on cheeks 
with painted desert pink. Pull wispy 
lines of tumbleweed into base of inner 
ears, and outline muzzle. 

Paint eyes, eyelashes, nose, and mouth 
black. 

Use gray mix to outline inner ears, 
brow lines, and whiskers. 

Highlight eyes, inner ears, and cheeks 
with white. 

Follow Step 3 to paint the inner heart, 
adding message "You’re Purr-feet.” 

10. 7b paint the bear, basecoat in an¬ 
tique white. Shade outer edges of heart 
body, head, ears, paws, feet, around muz¬ 
zle, and bangs with tumbleweed. 

Paint inner ears and float on cheeks 
with painted desert pink. Shade outer 
edges of inner ears with razzle red. Out¬ 
line inner ear with gray mix. 

Paint eyes, eyelashes, and nose black. 
Use dark gray mix to outline muzzle and 
mouth. 

Use white to highlight inner ears, 
cheeks, eyes, and nose. 

Follow Step 3 to paint the inner heart, 
adding message "You’re Beary Sweet.” 

11. 7b paint the dog, basecoat with an¬ 
tique white. Use tumbleweed to shade 
outer edges of heart body, head, around 
ears and eyes, inside muzzle, and brow 
lines. Accent brow lines with fine verti¬ 
cal lines of tumbleweed. 

Paint eyes white with pupils and eye¬ 
lashes black. Paint nose and mouth 
black. 

Use gray mix to paint fine lines sepa¬ 
rating ears from face. 

Outline muzzle and whiskers with 
black, and paint whisker dots and line- 
work along center mouth line with tum¬ 
bleweed. 

Paint white highlights on eyes and 
nose. 

Follow Step 3 to paint inner heart, add¬ 
ing message "I Need A Hug.” 

12 . To paint the panda, basecoat bear 
head with white; ears, feet, and paws 
with black. 

Shade outer edges of head and inside 
muzzle with stoneware blue. Shade out¬ 
er edges of ears, feet, and paws with 
white. 

Paint eyes white and pupils and outside

This ingenious collectible 
combines two old-fashioned 
favorites—the carousel horse 
and the idea of perpetual 
motion!

I AM FASCINATED by carousels! Since 
childhood, I’ve loved the graceful beauty 
of carved horses, the glitter of fanciful gilt 
paints, and the nostalgic sound of tradi¬ 
tional merry-go-round music. 

I’ve combined precut wooden horses 
with the concept from an old fashioned 
child’s toy to make a carousel that actu¬ 
ally whirls under its own power! Just 
spin the baseplate until the strings wrap 
around the center pole, then let it go- 
it will circle one way, then the other way, 
as it moves up and down the pole. 
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It will fascinate children and adults 
alike, and even a beginning crafter can 
make it! So, take your list to the store and 
get busy-your carousel will provide 
years of entertainment! 

Instructions: 

1. Lightly sand all wooden pieces and 
wipe surfaces with a soft cloth. Also sand 
and wipe drilled or sawed edges as you 
work. 

2. Directly behind the mane, drill a ver¬ 
tical !4-inch hole through the back of 
each horse. Make sure hole is centered 
between sides and vertically straight so 
horse is balanced. 

3. Use the carved edges of mane, tail, 
saddle, and hooves as guidelines when 
painting each area or shape.

Right over center, left over cen¬ 
ter . . . it’s hard to remember when you 
first learned to braid! But, it’s like riding 
a bicycle-in fact, easier-even after an 
absence of several years, you can usual¬ 
ly just pick up and begin again. 

The difference today, however, is the 
ease with which we can make beautiful 
braidery. The unique rotary cutters and 
some remarkable new tools that aid the 
folding, braiding, and lacing processes 
work equally well with strips of cotton or 
wool. This 17V2xl3-inch chairpad uses 3- 
inch cotton strips and can also be used as 
a placemat or country doily. The 42x32- 
inch rug is made in the same manner us¬ 
ing 6-inch strips that are braided with 
more rounds for a larger shape. 

Learn the basic technique by making 
either of these pretty and practical 
projects in record time! And if your hours 
are tightly budgeted, consider using 
precut fabric strips to shorten the prepa¬ 
ration time. 

General Instructions: 

Note: Instructions are on page 126. 

1. Tb prepare the fabrics, cut off sel¬ 
vages, then wash and press. 

Cut fabric lengthwise into specified 
width strips and arrange by color. 

2. Tb roll and fold a strip, cut a 14-inch 
piece of elastic and, 4 inches from one 
end, center it crosswise over the wrong 
side of a fabric strip. Fold fabric end over 
elastic and roll up strip almost to oppo¬ 
site end. Tie elastic ends together. 

Follow manufacturer’s instructions to 
insert unrolled end into automatic fabric 
folder. See the Step 2 illustration. 



3 . Tb braid three strips together, follow 
project instructions to join ends of pre¬ 
pared strips and anchor with braiding 
clamp. 

Bring the right strip over the center 
one to become a new center one then 
bring the left one over the new center 
one; repeat. Braid with a consistent, firm 
tension. 

Repeat to reach desired length, moving 
completed braid upward through the

For a curved right edge, loosely 
wrap the right strip over the center one 
twice, then bring in the left strip as usu¬ 
al. For a curved left edge, loosely wrap the 
center twice with the left strip then bring 
in the right strip. This is called a double 
shaping braid. 

For corners, make a triple shaping 
braid by loosely wrapping the center 
strip three times with a strip from the 
desired side. 


5 . Tb join a new strip of fabric, overlap 
the two ends at right angles with right 
sides together. Join with a bias seam. See 
the Step 5 illustration.

Trim seam allowance to % inch and 
press seam open. Add new strips as need¬ 
ed to make a long enough braid to com¬ 
plete each round of the project. Change 
fabrics at slightly different points on the 
braid if you wish a gradual color change. 

6 . lb lace the braids together, thread 
lacing cord into lacer. Lace back and forth 
from one braid to the other, passing lacer 
just beneath a loop of the braid each time, 
not piercing fabric. Work on a flat surface 
and make sure braids are joined smooth¬ 
ly. Along straight sections, join matching 
loops of the braids; in a curved section,

Lace back and forth between sides of braids. 

ease one to fit the other. See the Step 6 
illustration. Note: Make sure lacing 
stitches are not visible so project will be 
reversible. 

7 . Tb end the braiding round, braid as 
far as desired ending, remove folding 
tools, and cut off excess fabric. 

Unbraid strips for a distance twice that 
of the strip width and unfold each strip. 
Bring raw edges of right sides together 
and sew a tapering seam forming a point 
at the folded edge. Trim seam allowance 
to V4 inch. See the Step 7 illustration. 


Step 7 


At the end of 
each strip, 
sew a tapering 
line, then trim 
the seam 
allowance. 


Turn and rebraid the finished strips, 
working to a point, and lace in place. 
Knot the lacing cord and conceal the tip 
of the ending braid by pulling it through 
a few loops of the adjacent braid with 
the crochet hook. Slipstitch and tack 
ends securely.

And Roses 

Hearts, flowers, ribbon, and lace are all traditional valentine symbols, and we’ve 
used them in these two very different projects to convey the season’s message of love. 



Hearts AND ROSES are perfect com¬ 
panions for Valentine’s Day, and they add 
up to a sentimental story of ever loving 
thoughts attached to this season. Hearts 
provide the background for our center- 
piece and wreath. 

The centerpiece uses precut and 
prepainted foam hearts to make a tradi¬ 
tional red and white table decoration 
featuring white roses and small hanging 
red hearts. 

Our sweetheart of a wreath uses a wood 
heart for the base, but Styrofoam® or 
heavy corrugated cardboard will serve 
equally well. Small pine cones are cut to 
resemble roses and then painted in a soft 
mauve color. Matching ribbon streamers 
make it appropriate for a year-round 
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valentine with Victorian charm.

Arrangement 

Instructions:

1. Pin and glue red lace ribbon around 
edge of free form base. Top edge of lace 
will extend above top edge of base.

Cut 12-inch branches and insert into 
right front of base. Refer to the color 
photo for placement. 

5 . Using the glue applicator, assemble 
all roses with leaves following manufac¬ 
turer’s instructions. Make two large, six 
Antonio, and seven sweetheart roses. 

6 . Use floral tape to wire three Antonio 
and two sweetheart roses in a row on a 
wire stem. With Antonio roses at bottom 
of row, insert into left side of base in front 
of large heart, letting roses lay across 
heart between rows of lace. 

Wire one large rose and two sweetheart 
roses to a 12-inch piece of wire. Insert 
large rose at left side of base in front of 
middle heart with small roses laying 
across heart between rows of lace. 

Wire three Antonio and a sweetheart 
rose to a 12-inch stem and insert at base 
of smallest heart, extending roses into 
branches on the right. 

Insert two sweetheart roses on short 



stems across front of small heart and a 
large rose on the base behind the small 
heart. 

7 . Randomly insert long sprays of gyp¬ 
sophila between huck branches at back 
of arrangement and shorter sprays in 
lower right branches and between roses. 

8 . Hang red hearts randomly on huck 
branches. 

Victorian Rose Heart 
Wreath Instructions: 

By A. Sylvia Montroy 

1. Trace the patterns in the pattern sec¬ 
tion and cut from cardboard. Transfer the 
heart pattern to plywood and cut it out 
with a jigsaw. 

2. Tb make a hanger, wrap a 6-inch 
piece of 16-gauge wire with floral tape. 
Bend into a U. Twist ends together twice 
to make a 1-inch oval loop. Trim ends and 
hot glue to back upper center of wood 
heart. 

3 . Cut a fabric heart from the heart pat¬ 
tern and glue to front side of wood heart. 

4 . To make the pine cone roses, use 
wirecutters to clip off the lower portions 
of nine larch cones, leaving five to seven 
upper rows of scales intact. Insert the cut¬ 
ters between the scales and gradually 
snip the center until it breaks away. 

5 . To paint the roses, mix paint to the 
desired shade. With pliers, hold each 
larch rose by one scale and paint. Use 
liner to get into all crevices. Let dry on 
wax paper, touching up if necessary. 

6 . Cut caspia or statice into 2- to 3-inch 
sprays. Make small fan-shaped clusters, 
securing stem ends with floral tape.

Combine basic woodburning with coloring- 
book painting to create this hearty wall clock useful for 
kitchen or den. It’s easy enough for the 
novice and stunning enough for the discriminating valentine.

TIME DOESN’T STAND still! Let that 
special someone know that he or she is 
engraved upon your heart by giving this 
woodburned timepiece this Valentine’s 
Day. 

This decorative/functional clock is an 
ideal project for beginners as the wood- 
burning and painting are very basic. 
And, once finished, this handsome clock 
will look lovely hanging in a kitchen or 
den. 


General Woodburning 
Instructions: 

• Let pen heat for approximately five 
minutes before using it. 

• Never touch the heated point or leave 
hot pen unattended. Rest pen in holder 
when not in use and cool completely be¬ 
fore storing. 

• Use a new point and a light touch for 
fine detailed lines. Lines can be burned 
over to darken. 

• Practice your burn strokes on a scrap 
piece of similar wood. Turn the wood as 
necessary to get a comfortable flow of the 
pen. 


• Hold woodburning pen as you would 
hold a pencil, keeping your fingers on the 
protective collar. Rest little finger on 
wood as you work to give you better con¬ 
trol of the pen. 

• If the woodburning pen gets caked 
with charred wood while you are work¬ 
ing, rub hot point over steel wool to clean. 

• For straight lines, set entire pen on 
the wood, and without leaning the pen to 
either side, draw the pen slowly toward 
yourself. 

• For curved strokes, tilt the pen on its 
side, using approximately one-fourth of 
the top part of the flat plane, and draw 
the pen toward yourself. Do not burn 
with the entire flat side of pen. 

Instructions: 

1. Lightly sand heart with the grain of 
the wood. Wipe off dust with a tack cloth. 

2. Trace the pattern in the pattern sec¬ 
tion onto tracing paper. Place dotted cir¬ 
cle of pattern over hole in heart and tape 
in place. Insert graphite paper shiny side 
down under pattern and use sharp pen¬ 
cil to transfer. Note: Do not use carbon pa¬ 
per as lines will be difficult to remove.

Woodburning pen*, with universal point 
Wooden heart clock*, basswood, 10x10 
inches with %-inch thick clock face

3 . Following General Woodburning In¬ 
structions, burn all pattern lines. Reburn 
pattern lines once more so they will be 
dark, but crisp and sharp, not blurry. 

Erase graphite lines with soft eraser. 

4 . Note: Use liner brush to paint near 
woodburned lines to avoid painting over 
them. Paint three light, even coats of 
maroon to outer front and routed side 
edges of heart, letting dry between coats. 
Paint back of heart with three light, even 
coats of maroon, letting dry between 
coats. 

Paint front of heart, referring to pat¬ 
tern. Apply a total of three light, even 
coats, letting dry between coats. 

Let dry thoroughly. 

5 . Reburn any line that may have been 
painted. 

6 . Place heart face down on a few sheets 
of white paper and spray back with 10 
light even coats of varnish, letting dry be¬ 
tween coats. Let dry. Turn heart to front, 
place on clean white paper, and spray 
with 10 light, even coats of varnish, let¬ 
ting dry between coats. 

7 . Attach clockworks to heart following 

manufacturer’s instructions. ■

1. Wrap 8" MOIRE widthwise around heart form glueing edges 
together to outside. Push ribbon down slightly to pucker ribbon 
over wreath.

6. Secure all roses with florist wire. Cover base of rose and wire 
with STEM-TEX®.

Color Keys to cross stitch and backstitch 
desired heart with two strands of floss. 
For "Have A Heart,” stitch center of de¬ 
sign three squares to the left of center of 
heart. For the Heart Wreath, make one- 
wrap French knots where indicated on 
the graph. 

Place stitched heart over second piece 
of perforated paper, lining up holes. Be¬ 
gin stitching the two together around 
outside edge with one of the floss colors 
and a running stitch over two holes and 
under two holes. Insert two cotton balls 
saturated with sachet scent between the 
two hearts. Stitch the two hearts closed 
and trim excess paper. 

Use a paper punch to punch a hole in 
top center of the heart. Cut ribbon in 14- 
yard pieces. Align ends and thread the 
four pieces through the hole. Knot to¬ 
gether. Tie a bow with dark shade of rib¬ 
bon, letting the light color hang for 
streamers. Tie a knot in each ribbon end.

You 
don’t have to be a professional to paint 
these intricate designs-you paint them 
big, cut them out, then shrink them to 
their detailed size! That’s right, these 
Victorian buttons, earrings, and keyring 
are made with shrink plastic! 

Once considered for kids only, shrink 
plastic has evolved from a primitive fun- 
time activity into a craft sophisticated 
enough for adults, lb make our Victo- 
rian-flavor designs, you simply paint the 
flowers and leaves following our large 
patterns, then shrink the items in the 
oven. The opaque plastic gives a por¬ 
celain look when left unpainted, but is 
simple to basecoat with acrylics. It’s easy, 
it’s fun, and it gives you a whole new way 
to design your own wearables or fanciful 
items.

Make a slit for turning through only one fab¬ 
ric layer. Turn right side out, stuff head firm¬ 
ly, and slipstitch the slit. 

2. Following the suggested facial guide on 
pattern, use the marker to freehand the fea¬ 


tures on the stuffed head. Note: If face is not 
satisfactory, wet the area to remove lines, let 
dry, and redraw. 

Referring to the photo, use liner brush to out¬ 
line eye and paint eyebrows with black. If 
desired, add freckles. 

Paint the eyes brown, blue, or green, to 


match recipient of box. Let dry. 

Paint pupils black. Highlight iris with white. 
Paint smile and nose pink or red. Lightly 
shade cheeks with pencil. 

3 . To make Amanda, the brunette, shape cur¬ 
ly brown hair with 10 to 12 yarn pom poms. 
For each pom pom, wind brown yarn around 
index and middle fingers six times and tie cen¬ 
ter. Fan out loopy ends. 

Carefully space and glue pom poms on head. 
Tie a bow with narrow ribbon and glue to one 
side of head.

Materials: 

Fabric, cotton or cotton blend, 44/45- 
inch: muslin, 4V2 yards; calicoes: light 
green (background), ZVi yards; pink, 
hearts), 1 yard; ecru with pink print 
border), 2 yards 

Bias tape, single-fold, pink, 9 yards 
Batting*, 81x96-inch sheet 
Posterboard or Mylar® 

Safety pins, rustproof, 200 to 300 
Miscellaneous items: sewing machine; 
tracing paper; pencil; ruler; scissors; 
black marker; craft knife; iron; threads 
to match fabrics

board or Mylar®. Cut out templates with 
craft knife and label each piece. Cut a 9%- 
inch large square. Make another and cut 
it in half diagonally to make a triangle. 
Cut a 6%-inch square for heart center. 
Cut a 3-inch small square for top of heart. 
Cut a 3x6'/2-inch rectangle for a heart 
side. 

3. Using a pencil, draw around each 
template on wrong side of fabric and cut 
out pieces, adding 14-inch seam allow¬ 
ances on all sides. Cut all pieces on the 
straight of the grain. 

Cut 20 green and 18 ecru large squares. 
Cut 18 green triangles. Cut 12 pink heart 
centers and 24 pink heart sides. Cut 12 
small squares of green. 

4. Arrange the pieces on the floor as 
shown in the Layout Guide given below. 
If any prints have a noticeable one-way 
design, turn them so all prints run in the 
same direction. 


5. Note: Sew all pieces with right sides 
together using a 14-inch seam allowance. 

To assemble each heart block, sew one 
heart side to a heart center square, then 
the other heart side to the small green 
square. Finger press seams open. Stitch 
the two sections together to form the com¬ 
plete block. Finger press seams, then 
press with an iron. 

Repeat for each heart block. 

6 . Starting in one corner with two green 
triangles and an ecru square, assemble 
each diagonal row following the Layout 
Guide. Press seams open as each strip is 
completed. 

7. Easing to match seams, pin two rows 
together at a time and stitch. Stitch all 
rows together. Press all seams open. 

8 . Cut the backing fabric in half width- 
wise. Cut off selvages, then sew together 
along the cut edges to form an 81x86-inch 
piece. Press seam open. 

Place backing wrong side up on the 
floor. Smooth batting on backing and 
place patchwork right side up over bat¬ 
ting. Pin all three layers together and 
trim the batting and backing even with 
the patched piece. 

9. Smooth the layers and pin the center 
of each block. 

Starting with a center heart, pin all 
around the pink patched area. Repeat for 
each heart block. Pin around each large 
green square, then around each ecru bor¬ 
der square. 

10 . To "package” the quilt for machine 
quilting, smooth the quilt on a flat sur¬ 
face. Evenly fold the left side to within 2 
inches of the center row of patched heart 
blocks. Tightly roll the right side to with¬ 
in 2 inches of the row. Starting at the bot¬ 
tom, roll the length of the quilt as you 
would a sleeping bag. See the Step 10 il¬ 
lustration. 



blocks under the needle so the tightly 
rolled side is under the arm of the ma¬ 
chine. Place a table or other support in 
front of your machine to catch the quilt 
as it is sewn, preventing the weight from 
pulling on your needle. Repackage the 
quilt as needed.

11 . With matching thread, stitch % 
inch from the seam around a center 
patched heart. Quilt the remaining 
patched heart blocks in that row. Repack¬ 
age quilt and quilt a crosswise center row 
of patched heart blocks. Repeat to quilt 
remaining patched heart blocks. 

Working from the center outward, 
package quilt and, using matching 
thread, stitch 14 inch from each edge of 
large green block. Repeat to quilt each 
ecru border block, then each green trian¬ 
gle. 

12 . Trace the quilting pattern in the 
pattern section onto several pieces of 
tracing paper and cut out. Pin a pattern 
to the center of a center pink heart, plac¬ 
ing the lower point of the heart pattern 
about 2% inches from the lower point of 
the patched heart. 

Package quilt and, using matching 
thread, stitch around the pattern; remove 
pattern. Repeat for each patched heart 
block. 

Pin and stitch a heart pattern on each 
green, then ecru square, using a new pat¬ 
tern when one becomes tattered. 

At the triangle patches, stitch around 
desired portion of the heart pattern. 

13 ■ Tb bind, unfold bias tape and, with 
right sides together, stitch one edge to 
front edge of quilt, pulling binding just 
a bit to stretch it slightly and keep it 
smooth. Miter corners and overlap end of 
new piece about 1 inch. Trim excess at 
the end, turn under raw end 14 inch, and 
stitch to beginning. 

Turn bias tape to back of quilt and slip- 
stitch in place. ■

Working from the wrong side of dress, use a 
running stitch to set in both sleeves. 

Turn under bottom edge % inch then % inch 
and stitch to make a casing. 

6 . Turn under neck edge % inch and gather 
Vi inch from fold. Put dress on bear, pull 
threads to fit, and knot. 

Turn under end of each sleeve % inch and 
gather % inch from fold. Place sleeve so paw 
is visible, pull up thread, and knot. 

7. Tb finish, tie a tiny bow at center of picot 
edge ribbon; tack button on top. Sew to neck¬ 
line, slightly to the right of center. 

Use safety pin to lead remaining ribbon in¬ 
to casing. Fill bag with goodies. Pull ribbon to 
close and tie ends in a bow.

1 ■ Trace the patterns in the pattern section 
and cut from appropriate fabrics.

and %-inch seam allowances. 

3. Tb make the head, stitch a head side piece 
to each side of gusset, matching nose points. 
Sew chin seam, turn, and stuff firmly. 

Sew each pair of ear pieces together, leaving 
straight edges open; turn. Turn under raw 
edges and tack to each side of head. 

4. Sew matching front paw pieces together, 
leaving straight edges open. Repeat for body 
pieces. Sew pairs of back paw pieces together, 
leaving open between Xs. Turn and stuff. 

Slipstitch front and back paw openings. 
Matching raw edge of head to raw edge of 
body, turn under raw edges, and slipstitch 
them together. 

5. Sew the heart button to point of nose and 
the black buttons in place for eyes. 

Use red floss to make long curving stitches 
to represent a smiling mouth and two eye¬ 
brows as shown in the photo. Tie gingham rib¬ 
bon in a bow and tack to neck. Set aside. 

6 . Cut the fabric into three 6x45-inch strips. 
Sew the long sides of each strip together to 
make a tube. Turn right side out.

the point. Repeat for second side of heart. 

To conceal wood edge, make addition¬ 
al clusters and glue another row around 
outside of heart in the same manner. Fill 
in with small pieces of caspia or statice 
as needed. 

Glue a few sprigs at the top and bottom 
points where the clusters mesh together. 

8 . Refer to the photo to glue three 
painted roses in a cluster at bottom point, 
angling them into the caspia. 

Glue one rose on the right side and two 
roses on the left side 4 inches up from the 
bottom point, angling these also. 

On upper curves of heart, glue two 
roses on the right side and one on the left 
side. 

9. Use one yard of ribbon to wire a bow 
with two loops on each side and short 
streamers. Slightly curl ends with scis- 

Make streamers with other yard of rib¬ 
bon and curl with scissors. Hot glue cen¬ 
ter of streamers to back of the bow and 
glue bow to center top of heart. 

Refer to the photo to glue a curled 
streamer to each side of the heart half¬ 
way between the three-rose cluster at bot¬ 
tom and roses on side of each heart. Glue 
a hemlock cone over ribbon where it 
touches wreath. 



10 . Hot glue additional hemlock cones: 
one on each side of the three-rose cluster, 
one above the single rose on right side, 
one above the two roses on top right, one 
on each side of the two-rose cluster on the 
left, and one beneath the single rose at 
top left. 

11 ■ lb make the leaves, use the pattern 
to cut nine leaves from green velvet rib¬ 
bon. 

Glue three leaves around the three-rose 
cluster, two beneath the single rose on 
the right, two on each side of the roses at 
top right, two above the two roses on the 
left, and one above the single rose at top 
left. ■

stroke by starting with a light touch and 
pressing as you pull the brush downward. 
Repeat for the side strokes, curving top 
point to the left or right. 

Place the tulip design over the detail 
pattern. Load the paintbrush with 
mauve and dip just the tip in snow white. 
Omitting the two top strokes, overstroke 
the tulip with comma strokes following 
the detail pattern. 

4. To paint each earring, basecoat the 
shape with baby blue paint and let it dry. 
Using the tulip patterns, follow Step 3 to 
basecoat and overstroke the tulip upside 
down where indicated on the earring pat¬ 
tern by the dashed lines. 

Paint the vines and the leaves with for¬ 
est green. Overstroke the leaves with 
jade green. 

To paint each bud, use the wooden end 
of the liner brush. Dip handle in snow 
white, dot on plastic, and circle to shape 
an oval; let dry. Add a mauve dot for cen¬ 
ter of bud. Use liner to paint calyx forest 
green. 

Dip toothpick or stylus once into 
mauve and paint graduating dots where 
indicated. 

5. To paint the keyring follow Step 4 to 
paint the vines, leaves, and the center 
flower, substituting dark burgundy paint 
for the tulip and light pink paint for the 
tulip overstrokes. 

Tb paint each bud, load round brush 
with dark burgundy and make a teardrop 
shape. Load brush with dark burgundy, 
dip tip in light pink, and overstroke tear¬ 
drop. See the Step 5 illustration. Use 
liner to paint calyx forest green.

14-inch hole punch to punch two holes, 
one above the other as indicated on pat¬ 
tern.

circles with black. Paint nose and outline 
muzzle with black. 

Use painted desert pink to float on 
cheeks and paint lip. Paint mouth red. 
Outline lip with black. 

Use white to highlight eyes. 

Following Step 3, basecoat body heart 
white and shade with stoneware blue. 
Paint top half of body heart black. Paint 
inner heart, adding "You’re Precious.” 

13. To paint the raccoon, basecoat with 
light gray. Shade outer edges of body 
heart, head, feet, and paws with dark 
gray. 

Paint the muzzle and eyes white. Shade 
muzzle and around inner edge with light 
gray. Paint inner ears, pupils, mouth, 
nose, and mask around eyes black. Paint 
fur above black mask white, drawing up 
wispy white lines. Paint fine black lines 
into the white fur. Paint fine white lines 
into the black fur around outer ears. Add 
wispy lines of dark gray for rest of fur be¬ 
tween eyes and ears. 

Trace the pattern in the pattern section 
and transfer to tail. Stripe the tail with 
black and a light wash of white. 

Follow Step 3 to paint the inner heart, 
adding message "I’m Wild About You.” 

14. To paint the pig basecoat head and 
body heart with painted desert pink. 
Draw a curved line across middle of each 
hoof and paint back or top half of each 
with painted desert pink. Shade outer 
edges of body heart, head and ears, cheek 
lines, nose outline, nostrils, mouth, 
bangs, and back half of hooves with raz- 
zle red. 

Paint eyes, eyelashes, and front or bot¬ 
tom of hooves with black. 

Highlight eyes, cheeks, and nose with 
white. 

Follow Step 3 to paint the inner heart, 
adding "Happy Valenswine’s Day.” 

15. To finish all animals, refer to color 

photo to glue heads with their matching

black lines. Paint eyes white with a tiny 
black dot at left center of each eye. 

4. Use blue pen to paint name with wide 
strokes. Let paint dry. 

5. Outline name with white Puffy™ 
pen to form bold letters. Let dry for four 
hours. 

6 . With hair dryer on high setting, hold 
dryer 6 inches from fabric and blow dry 
until paint has "puffed up.” 

7. To paint the geometric lunch kit, cut 
the sponge into 2-inch squares, and 
squeeze black, white, and silver paint 
from paint pens onto a sponge square for 
each color. Note: Do not dilute paint with 
water. 

8 . Place sponge, paint side down, on wax 
paper to evenly distribute paint. Gently 
press the white sponge to upper left front 
panel of lunch kit. Repeat for silver and 
black sponges, slightly overlapping them 
in a diagonal pattern. Let dry for three 
hours. 

9. With a gold pen, make diagonal 
heavy zigzag lines across the three paint¬ 
ed squares. Refer to the color photo for 
placement. 

10 . To paint the jeweled lunch kit, refer 
to Step 7 to prepare sponges for painting 
and Step 8 to paint three squares on 
lunch kit, using one each of red, orange, 
and green paint. 

11 . Paint a heavy zigzag line around 
each square with an alternate color paint 
pen, orange on red, green on orange, and 
red on the green square. 

12 . Randomly glue acrylic jewels 

around painted squares. Let dry for three 
hours. ■

4. Add a touch of black to white on pal¬ 
ette to make a gray mixture. Also mix 
wineberry and white to make a lavender 
mixture. For proper coverage, apply two 
coats of color. 

Paint the first horse black. Paint the 
mane, tail, and hooves gray. Paint the 
saddle lavender. 

Paint the second horse antique white 
with mustard seed mane, tail, and 
hooves, and a green pear saddle. 

Paint the third horse white with gray 
mane, tail, and hooves, and a holiday red 
saddle. 

Paint the fourth horse raw sienna with 
antique white mane and tail, black 
hooves, and a soldier blue saddle. 

5. Following the Step 5 illustration, use 
the liner brush to paint the eyes and 
nostrils the same color as the mane on 
horses No. 1 and 4 and black on horses 
No. 2 and 3.

6 . Use medium brush to apply a light 
coat of gold stain to each saddle. Set 
aside. 

7. Trace the complete baseplate paint¬ 
ing pattern from the pattern section onto 
tracing paper and transfer to saw blade. 

In each of the four sections, drill a 14- 
inch hole through the saw blade for each 
horse pole at positions marked on pat¬ 
tern. 

8 . Refer to the photo and paint two op¬ 
posite wide sections with diluted white. 
Paint the remaining wide sections with 
antique white. Note: Be sure to paint all 
sawtooth edges. 

Paint the four narrow curving strips in 
a clockwise sequence: lavender, green 
pear, holiday red, and soldier blue. Along 
the edge of a wide section to the right of 
each narrow strip, paint a matching col¬ 
or dot on each sawtooth. 

9. Lightly paint gold stain on each nar¬ 
row stripe. Use the liner brush to apply 
gold stain to the edge of each sawtooth. 
Let dry. 

10. Mix one part raw umber paint with 
five parts of water. Doing one small area 
at a time, lightly brush mixture over each 
horse then wipe with paper towel. Repeat 
on saw blade baseplate. Note: Omit this 
antiquing step if brighter colors are 
desired. 


11 . Drill a y2-inch hole through the cen¬ 
ter of the 5Mi-inch plaque. Glue it cen¬ 
tered over the larger plaque to make a 
base, weighting the two so surfaces dry 
flush. Glue felt circle to bottom of base. 

12 . Mix four parts raw sienna, one part 
raw umber, and four parts water. Brush 
stain mixture on the Vz -inch dowel and 
the base. Wipe off excess and let dry. 

Apply gold stain to decorative edges of 
each base and let dry. 

13. Cut four 5%-inch pieces of 14-inch 
dowel. 

Use the 14-inch drill bit to ream out the 
hole of each. 9 /ie-inch bead so it will fit 
over a 14-inch dowel. 

Glue a bead to one end of each dowel. 
Insert opposite end of each dowel down¬ 
ward through a horse. Note: Bodies of 
horses should be approximately at the 
same level; make sure all hooves are at 
least % inch above bottom of each dowel. 

Apply gold stain to each rod and bead 
and let dry. 

14 . Apply two or more coats of gold 
stain to the 114-inch bead. 

15 . Varnish all pieces. Lightly buff 
baseplate, base, and center dowel with 
steel wool. If desired apply a second coat 
of varnish to baseplate and base only. 

16 . Put a small amount of tacky glue 
into each 14-inch hole of the baseplate. 
Matching saddle color with edge dot col¬ 
or, insert horse dowels into holes. Position 
all horses to travel clockwise with oppo¬ 
site horses being parallel. Note: Be sure 
dowels dry straight upright. 

17. Measure % inch down from top of 
center dowel and use VM-inch drill bit to 
drill a hole crosswise through dowel at 
this point. 

Measure and drill another V64-inch 
hole through dowel perpendicular to and 
14 inch below first one. Note: If seen from 
the top, the holes would appear to make 
a plus sign. 

18. With drilled holes at the top, glue 
the center dowel into center hole of base. 
Pole should be perfectly vertical. 

19 . On the baseplate, drill a V&i-inch 
hole through a colored tooth at the end 
of each narrow strip as indicated on pat¬ 
tern. 

Slip the baseplate over the center 
dowel. 

20 . Run a 2-yard piece of thread over 
the beeswax, completely coating it. 
Thread needle and tie a 3mm bead at 
long end of thread. 

21 . Bring needle through an edge hole 
on baseplate, leaving bead on underside. 


Thread it through one of the holes of 
the center dowel then down through op¬ 
posite edge hole of baseplate. Leave about 
6 inches of thread below baseplate and 
clip thread. 

Repeat to carry thread through other 
hole of center dowel between remaining 
opposite edge holes of baseplate. 


22. Follow the Step 22 illustration to 
thread the extending tail of each thread 
onto a bead. 



Brace the baseplate to elevate it at 
least % inch above the base. Carefully 
pull threads so the two beads are snug 
against the underside and the baseplate 
is level on the strings. Adjust strings and 
tip baseplate as needed to achieve proper 
balance. 


23 . Tie off beads securely and clip ex¬ 
cess thread, lb stabilize thread, insert 
flat toothpicks into center dowel holes 
and break off extending ends. 

24. Glue large gold bead to top of cen¬ 
ter dowel. Gently spin baseplate so 
strings wrap around dowel; let go. ■

7. Follow Step 6 to sew right and left side 
pieces to Aida cloth square. Press fabric 
away from Aida cloth. 

8 . Cut 15 inches of ribbon and set aside 
for bow. Thread remaining ribbon 
through header of lace. 

9. Using a Ms-inch seam allowance, sew 
ends of eyelet together. With right side of 
eyelet facing you, place a pin 1% inches 
to the right of seam. Fold in half at pin 
and divide eyelet into four equal sections. 
Place top edge of header at edge of Aida 
cloth with seam 1% inches to left of low¬ 
er right corner of pillow. 

Pin or baste in place, mitering corners. 
Stitch both edges of header to pillow face, 
Aida side first, then gathered side. 

10 . Sew a ^4-inch hem along one 12-inch 
side in each back piece. Using a %-inch 
seam allowance, sew right back piece, 
with hemmed edge in center, to right 
front side of pillow. Repeat to sew left 
back piece to left front side; hemmed 
edges will overlap. 

11 . Turn pillow cover right side out. 

Sew center of 15-inch piece of ribbon to 
pillow, covering end seam of eyelet and tie 
in a bow. Slip pillow form inside cover

Instructions: 

1 . To make the rug refer to General 
Instructions as needed. Cut all fabrics 
into 6-inch strips. Roll and fold one strip 
each of fabrics A, B, and C. 

In the middle of the cardboard, draw 
two 10-inch lines at right angles to each 
other so they form a wide V. Set aside. 

2. Move folding tools down and sew free 
ends of Fabrics A and B together. Fold raw 
edges to inside so strip is about % inch wide 

Fold the free end of fabric C in the same 
manner and insert it between folded 
edges of joined strips to form a T as shown 
in the Step 2 illustration. Overcast front 
and back edges. 



Clamp the T intersection; tie it to a 
doorknob or chair with a selvage scrap. 


3 . To make the V-shaped foundation, 
braid straight for 10 inches, then make 
one double shaping braid with the right

strip so it curves to the left. Reclamp and 
braid for 10 more inches. 

To begin the first counterclockwise 
round, make one triple shaping braid 
with the left strip to turn the braid back 
on itself, reclamp, and braid for 11 inches. 
Make a second triple shaping braid for 
bottom of second V, reclamp and braid for 
11 inches. Make a third triple shaping 
braid. See the Step 3 illustration. 

4. Place foundation braid over the V on 
the cardboard, aligned with the begin¬ 
ning of the first round. Baste braids to 
cardboard with large needle and thread, 
knotting and ending thread on back of 
cardboard. Use lacing thread and lacer to 
join the two braids. 

Continue braiding and lacing for 
desired number of rounds. To keep the 
heart shape, make a triple shaping braid 
in the appropriate direction at the bot¬ 
tom tip and the top indentation on each 
round. Ease braid around curves at top 
of each side so rug will he flat. When shape 
is well established, remove cardboard. 


5 . The first half of Round 1 has been 
braided and laced. Continue braiding, us¬ 
ing strips of the following fabric colors: 
Rounds 1 and 2: A, B, C. 

Rounds 3 and 4: B, C, D. 

Rounds 5 and 6: C, D, E. 

Rounds 7 and 8: D, E, F. 

Rounds 9 and 10: E, F, G. 

Rounds 11 and 12: F, G, H. 

Rounds 13 and 14: G, H, I. 

Rounds 15 and 16: H and two strips of I. 

6 . To finish the rug follow Step 7 of the 
General Instructions to taper and secure 
ends. Steam well and let dry flat. 

7 . To make the chairpad, follow Steps 1 
through 4 of the rug instructions, cutting 
3-inch-wide fabric strips. 

Make a fabric A foundation braid that 
extends 5 inches each side of the bottom 
point of the V. Make each section of the 
first half of Round 1 about 6 inches long 
and lace it to the foundation braid. 

Continue braiding, using strips of the 
following colors: 

Rounds 1 and 2: A, A, A. 

Round 3: A, A, B. 

Rounds 4, 5, and 6: A, B, C. 

Round 7: B, C, C. 

Rounds 8, 9: C, C, C. 

8 . To finish the chairpad, follow Step 6 

of the rug instructions. ■

helper should use it. 

6 . Plan to hold a meeting or lunch after 
painting hearts to allow drying time. 

Instructions: 

1. Show students samples and silhou¬ 
ette shapes and have them decide on a 
paint color for the heart. If each student 
is making two hearts, have them use a 
light and dark value of one color and a 
boy and girl silhouette. 

2 . Distribute wood hearts and paper 
plates to use as a work surface. Demon¬ 
strate how to paint the edge of the heart 
first while holding it between your 
thumb and forefinger. Place heart on 
plate and paint the front only. 

Instruct students to paint hearts, leav¬ 
ing them on their plates to dry. Use this 
time to have students select silhouettes 
and conduct a meeting or lunch. 

3 . Demonstrate how to glue silhouette 
by turning it wrong side up on paper 
plate. Holding it firmly, apply glue stick 
to the back and position it on center of heart. 

Distribute glue sticks and instruct stu¬ 
dents to glue silhouettes, cautioning 
them not to shift silhouette while gluing. 

4 . While students glue silhouettes, pre¬ 
pare paint for stenciling by placing a 
small amount of a paint color on velvet 
ribbon strips using a paintbrush. This 
will create small stamp pads. Place sev¬ 
eral stencil tips near each velvet strip, 
along with a few sheets of typing paper 
and paper towels. Students can use tips 
without the holders. 

5 . Demonstrate pressing one tip onto 
paint-soaked velvet strip and apply to 
practice paper. Stress that the tip must 
not be twisted while printing or the de¬ 
sign will smear. Re-apply paint and print 
on wood heart. Use white on the dark val¬ 
ue heart and dark value on light heart. 
Explain that before changing colors they 
must clean and dry the tips. Instruct stu¬ 
dents to practice printing on paper and 
then print on heart. 

6 . Distribute eyelet, ribbon, and craft 
glue. Demonstrate and have students 
turn hearts with back side up, and apply 
a continuous line of glue near edge. 

Starting at center top so eyelet extends 
beyond heart edge, position eyelet bind¬ 
ing, right side facing front, along glue 
line. Do not pull binding too tightly; take 
a few tucks around curves and at point of 
heart so it will lie flat. 

7 . When students finish gluing, instruct 
them to give you heart and ribbon so you can 
hot glue a loop to top back of heart. ■

8 . Spray the wrong side of each stencil 
with adhesive and set aside to set adhe¬ 
sive. 

9 . 7b airbrush the lampshade and bed¬ 
ding, place Stencil No. 1 onto center of 
surface to be painted. Mark the register 
lines on the surface with masking tape. 

For the lampshade, position stencil on 
bottom half of shade, just below center. 

For ruffled pillowcase, position stencil, 
centered lengthwise, with center bud 5V& 
inches from side seam. 

For the tablecloth, center stencil in each 
corner. 

For the sheet and pillowcase set, center 
stencil across top and opened ends. Note: 
Repeat design four times across top of 
sheet. 

Thpe stencil on painting surface, lining 
up register marks with taped marks, and 
press in place. 

10. Mix a little water with covering 
white and airbrush the blossoms and 
buds. Let stencil and painted surface dry. 
Note: Do not remove stencil. For the lamp¬ 
shade, mist painted areas with varnish. 

11 . Line up Stencil No. 2 with register 
lines and apply on top of Stencil No. 1. 
Mix fluorescent pink, burgundy, and 
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water to a 2% milk consistency. Using the 
heart template to separate petals, air¬ 
brush the buds and flowers with the pink 
mixture. See the Step 11 illustration. 

Step 11 

Use heart to 
cover petals 
which are nc 
to be painter 


12 . Carefully remove Stencil No. 2. Use 
the heart template and a very light touch 
to airbrush the edges of the white petals 
with pink mixture. See the Step 12 illus¬ 
tration. Let dry and remove Stencil No. 1. 

Step 12 

Use curved 
heart edge 
as a guide to 
spray between 
petals. 


13 . Apply Stencil No. 3. Airbrush the 
branches with brown. Remove stencil and 
let dry. 

14 . Apply Stencil No. 4. Using the 
heart template to mask areas as you 
paint, airbrush with medium blue to 
lightly shade one side of leaves and buds. 
With light green, airbrush the leaves in 




an overall light spray pattern. Remove 
stencil and let dry. 

15 . Let airbrushing dry completely. 
Use your liner and thinned brown or 

the permanent pen to paint details in 
center of flowers, branch extensions, and 
to outline flowers and buds. 

16 . Heat set washable items. Use a dry 
iron set to a wool setting and press re¬ 
verse side first. Turn to right side and, us¬ 
ing a pressing cloth, press, moving iron 
continuously for about three minutes. 

17 . To finish the lampshade, attach pa¬ 
per to rings following manufacturer’s in¬ 
structions. Starting and ending at paper 
seam, glue off-white ribbon around top 
and bottom rings, turning one edge to in¬ 
side of shade. Glue burgundy ribbon 
around top and bottom of shade, covering 
edges of white ribbon. Refer to the color 
photo. 

18 . To airbrush the candlesnuffer hold¬ 
er and tin bowl, follow Step 4 to thin 
acrylic paints and Steps 9 through 15 to 
airbrush design. Substitute sno-white for 
covering white, rosy mauve for the pink 
mix, folk art blue for medium blue, holly 
green for light green, and chocolate fudge 
for brown. 

Let projects dry and mist with var¬ 
nish. ■
